That Bullion Tax. 

The Vn , some weeks ago, 
said i in its own inimitable way, that its 
cotemporaries were fussing about the 
Bullion Tax when, in all probability, 
the question would never come before 
the Legislature. The Carson Tribune, 
on one occasion, said the same, while 
the other papers of the State denoun- 
ced in unmeasured terms any inter- 
ference with the present law. We 
stated all the time that it was to be the 
question of this session, and we know 
that nine-tenths of the men sent to that 
Legislature would now have been at 
home, had they not expressed’ them- 
selves decidedly in favor of the pres- 
ent tax. 

The question is now to come upon 
us with all possible force, and there is 
at least one measure proposed, upon 
which the Enterprise will have a de- 
cided opinion. That journal has dal- 
lied with nearly every subject but this, 
and here we are to have the full edito- 
rial strength of Nevada’s leading pa- 
per. The outlying counties of the 
State might expect to see this journal 
arrayed upon the side of the State. 
They n. , expect to raad a strong de- 
fense of the poor rancher or house- 
holder in this State. They may ex- 
pect to hear it say that if mines are 
unprofitable, the rest of the commu- 
nity is heavily taxed, and must not be 
burdened beyond its strength,. The 
people who support the Enterprise 
may expect all this, but they will be 
disappointed, for that journal “trusts 
that the Legislature will forget its 
promises to the people and compro- 
mise. Why compromise? Is there 
injustice in taxing these proceeds? If 
so, let us repeal the tax. If it is right 
let us maintain the law in force. 
Where does the “compromise” come 
from? Let us have right and justice 
at any cost, but no compromise. 

As to the justice of this law: Every- 
one knows how much of our State 
business and Court Calender is taken 
up by mines, and what do they pay? 
In 75 they paid one-fourth as much as 
other sources of revenue, and during 
the year past they have not exceeded 
that proportion. Now, where is the 
necessity for a compromise? It is 
simply in the fact that the Bonanza 
Kings will not pay their tax without 
litigation, and we are asked to increase 
our burdens that they may be persuad- 
ed to pay, their honest debts. 

We can assure all that under such 
an ment as has been made be- 
tween our city authorities and the Bo- 
nanza firm there will be furnished rev- 
enue for ali the State’s needs. 
It will not for many months be con- 
fined to one or two mines. The Com- 
stock is pretty soon to give up some 
new secrets and some new treasures. 

The Enterprise can assure no such 

‘thing. It can not guarantee that men 
who refuse to pay their just debts now 
will do so under peculiar circum- 
stances. The assertion that the Com-

Thus politics of the shyster 
kind has invaded the national strong- 
holds, and we stand fo-day as a peo- 
ple convicted before and in our own 
eyes of a glaring want of patriotism, 
and invelved in schemes to take every 
political advantage of euch other al- 
most regardless of right and justice. 
The highest tribunal in the land, 
composed of men who were presumed 
to hold the balance of justice with 
impartial hands,- has proved itself in- 
capable of acting unbiassed in a mat- 
ter to which the attention of the civil- 
ized world has been directed.

A Timies Washington special says of 
the tribunal proceedings: The reasons

The Democrats will claim that

Besides, in 
order to remove the possibility of a 
doubt, they absented themselves from 
the first meeting of the college, thus 
creating vacancies filled through their 
own appointment by the college, ac- 
cording to the Louisiana statute. The 
Democratic objection is expected to 
rest on the claim that Louisiana lost 
two votes altogether by choosing two 
Electors who at the time of the elec- 
tion were ineligible, and that there 
were no vacancies which the college 
could fill, because the popular votes 
for ineligible parties were void, and 
there could be no vacancy until the 
office had been filled. It is evident, 
however, that they repose little faith 
in this theorv. 


FOREIGN. 


The Servians declare it.impossible 
to discuss the stipulation for grant- 
ing privileges to Jews and Armenians 
equal to those enjoyed by other Ser- 
vian subjects. The opposition is ac- 
tuated by trade and jealousy, and 
comes from a combination of Belgrade 
merchants, who influence the clique 
which furnishes the Ministcrs for both 
politica: parties. Servia does not se- 
riously object to any other of the 
Turkish conditions. 


Havana, Feb. 10.—A decree has been 
issued by Captain-General Jovellar, 
in which, after setting forth that the 
war is resulting very advantageously 
to the Spaniards, he pardons all polit- 
ical prisoners on the Isle of Pines, 
most of whom are natives or residents, 
and of thoge portions of Cuba west 
and of Trocha, provided the prisoners 
are confined by the authorities and 
not by any court.
